Louis, Mo., June 28.—[Special.]—The de- 
tails of all the “ boodle” transactions of 
the house of delegates combine since 1897 
were told to Circuit Attorney Folk today 
by Charles A. Gutke, now under conviction 
in one case and under indictment in an- 
other. 

Gutke’s confession was made in the pres- 
ence of witnesses and was taken down in 
shorthand. After he had finished his con- 
fession to Mr. Folk, Gutke gave out a writ- 
ten statement for publication. ’ 


Boodler Makes Revelations. 
Gutke in his statement says: 


for the wrongs I have done is to confess 
fully to everything, in order that the public 


ing to the pleadings of my wife, I have 
determined to do all I can to atone for my 
sins against the public. 

“The people of St. Louls even now do not 
realize how they have been persistently 
plundered for years and years by the men 
they elected to make laws for the city. 

“I became a member of the house of dele- 
gates in} 1897 and’ at, once became a member 
of the combine of that body, which was an 
organization composed of nineteen delegates 
for the purpose of selling legislation. 


Bills He Had Hand In. 

“The first bill that came up aftér I had 
become a member of the combine was the 
Suburban loop bill. The combine got $20,- 
000 for their votes on this bill; on the Union 
avenue bill we got $18,000; on the-Central 
Traction bill we got $75,000; on the Third 
street line bill we got $15,000; on the lighting 
bill we got $47.500; on the Suburban bill we 
were to get $75,000, which is now in the safe 
deposit box in the Lincoln Trust company, 
being placed there with the agreement that 
it should be turned over to us when the bill 

** While these are some of the largeet bribes 
secured during my term of office there were 


switching bills to a few hundred dollars for 
some minor privileges. 

“The bribe prices were fixed in meetings of 
the combine; the procedure being for some 
member to get up and move that a certain 
price be fixed on a certain bill. Other mem- 
bers would give their opinions, and a vote 
would be taken, and the price receiving the 
highest number of votes would be adopted. 


Bribe Agent Elected. 


“Then we would select an agent of the 
combine by ballot to negotiate for and re- 
ceive the money. This agent would distrib- 
ute the money amongst us. ) 

“From my intimate knowledge of deal- 
ings with this combine and from information 
secured on what has been going on here for 
the last quarter of a century I make the pos- 
itive statement that there is hardly a cor- 
poration in the city of St. Louls of $250,000 
capital and over that has not either been 
held up for bribe money or has bought offi- 
cial action from the combine in the house of 
delegates. 

‘I acted as the agent of the combine in a 
number of these deals. In the Suburban deal 
I went with Kratz to Stock’s house and was 
present when the agreement was made re- 
garding the bribe of $60,000 for Kratz, which 
is now in a lock box in the Mississippi Valley 
Trust company. 

‘“‘T went with Charles Kratz and Carrol to 
the office of a prominent broker in the light- 
ing deal, and there $20,000 was paid me by

Government Furnishes Blanks. 


The affidavits were made on the regular 
forms provided by the United States internal 
revenue department for the collection “ of 
taxes improperly paid or refundable under 
remedial statutes, and for amounts paid for 
stamps used in error or excess.’’ After they 
have been properly certified by the collector 
of internal revenue they will be sent to 
Washington with the expectation that the 
money will be promptly forthcoming.

division is now composed of 25,000 men, or 
something like 18,000 combec:ants.

‘200,000 to 230,000 men and does not include the 
_Japanese army that Is besieging Port Arthur.

Kuroki Forms Right Wing.

Oku Changes His Formation. 

_“ Gen. Kouropatkin speaks of movements 
from the Japanese left towards his right 
which may mean that while Gen. Oku wags 
halted south of Keuchan he has moved his 
rear divisions to his right. ‘This is a move- 
ment that might be carried on on a large 
scale if, as it seems now proved, the Japan- 
ese columns can surmount Thieushan range 
to the south of Liaoyang. The Japanese on 
Monday were in a position to advance from 
the east on Liaoyang with something like 
80,000 men, and to move with 120,000 from 
the line of Kaichau and Fenshuill pase to- 
wards the line at Talshekaio-Schemucheng.

The Russians silenced the two 
dapanese batteries, but the Japanese brought 
up a train of big guns and silenced the 
lighter Russian artillery, which was again 
running out of ammunition, and the Rus- 
sians were once more forced to retire. The 
Japanese cavalry and infantry, threatening 
to surround the Russian position, forced a 
general retreat. 

The Ruésians carried off all their guns and 
got revenge on the Japanese cavalry column, 
which was caught in close formation, and 
was shelled with terrific effect, being forced

‘I saw on the gang plank going from the 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. to the tug boat at Ply- 
mouth a man whose name, after comparing , 
with his description, I am positive was F. 
K. Loomis. I was standing at the railing 
looking at the tug, probably five feet away 
from Loomis. He wore a light overcoat, eye 
glasses, and traveling cap. He had a seat at 
the table next ‘to mine. I also saw him much 
on deck and around the ship and knew him 
sufficiently to identify him positively. 
Loomis being a small man in a long, light 
overcoat, his figure became more conspicuous 
and therefore I am perfectly satisfied this 


“TI further state that I am positive I saw 
F. K. Loomis and a man and woman be-' 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock in the morning, Mon- 
day, June 20, walking on deck. (This is the 
morning that the steamer reached Ply- 
mouth). Loomis was assisted or sustained 
in his walk by the man and woman. The 
man and woman were the same who occu- 
nied the table with him and who were in com- 
pany with him a great deal during the trip.” 


Baggage at Consulate. 

Mr. Loomis’ trunks and valisés, which 
the steamship company held subject to Con- 
sul General Gowdy’s orders, were turned 
over today, to the consulate. They were all 
locked and there were no keys.

Henry John Middleton of the Associated 
Press Victim of Disease in Rus- 
sian Army. 2 


NEWCHWANG, Monday, June 27.—Henry 
John Middleton, the Associated Press cor- 
respondent with the Russian headquarters 
near Liaoyang, in Manchuria, died on Sunday 
from enteric dysentery. 


Henry John Middleton, the first of the war 
correspondents to lose his life at the front in 
the present conflict, was representing the 
Associated Press at Gen. Kouropatkin's 
headquarters near Liaoyang. He was taken 
sick with enteric dysentery less than a week 
ago, and only on Sunday was a dispatch 
received from him in which he requested 
that a substitute be sent to relieve him. He 
was about 33 years of age, unmarried, and 
was born in London. 

Mr. Middleton became connected with the 
London bureau of the Associated Press in 
1892, and filled almost every position, except 
superintendent, in that office. 

He served as London correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post for over a year. 
earning high appreciation from that journal. 
He also reported for the Associated Press 
all the Vigilant-Britannia races in the wa- 
ters about Scotland, Ireland, and Englané4, 
and the Dreyfus trial at Rennes. 

With the imminence of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war he was among those drafted for 
that service by the Associated Press. He 
sailed from San Francisco on Jan. 15 for 
Yokohama, thence to Shanghai, and was 
finally ordered to join the Russian head- 
quarters in Manchuria.

KIEL, June 28.—King Edward upon his 


return from his visit to Hamburg today was. 


given another royal banquet, which was. 
made the occasion for a further exchange 
of compliments between the German emperor 
and his British guest. 

Emperor William, in proposing a toast to 
King Edward as commander in chief of the 
British navy, referred to the deep impres- 
sion made on him when, as a boy, he visived 
England and saw the ships of the British 
navy. 

Learned Naval Lesson in England. . 

‘He said the great activity on the sea of the 
greatest navy in the world was imprinted: 
on his youthful mind and character, and that. 
he had attempted to carry out. in his.own 
country what he had seen as a young man 
in England. 

It was now gratifyifig, he said, that the 
king of England sheuld look appreciatively 
upon the small squadon of the German navy 
assembled. for this occasion. 

In conclusion, Emperor William proposed 
the health of hts majesty and of the Britisn 
comrades who had stood shoulder to shoulcer 
with the Germans before Pekin. r 

King Edward Praises Kaiser. 

King Edward, in replying. said he knew 


well the interest Emperor William had al- 
ways taken in the British fleet, and he was 


convinced that the German navy, with the / 


éevotion and skill of the emperor, would 
grow ever stronger and more effective. It 
was his desire, the king said, that the two 
fleets of Germany and Great Britain should 
always stand in friendly relationship to each 
other and would always give a friendly sa- 
lute in whatever waters they met. 

In conclusion his majesty thanked Prince 
rad of Prussia for his hospitality, and 
sald: 

**I now drink the health of the emperor, 
to whom I have been bound by ties of friend- 
ship since we have known one another. 
Long life to the emperor.”’

HAMBURG, June 28.—King Edward paid 
a visit to Hamburg today and met with a 
most cordial reception from the authorities 
and inhabitants. The king was formally 
welcomed by the burgomaster and senators... 

The king was obviously greatly gratified 
at the warmth of his reception on the 
boerse. Afterwards he was entertained at. 
luncheon in the town hall by the senate. 

The king, replying to the burgomaster’s 
toast, said he would never forget the kind- 
ness of his reception. : 

“When I return to my country,” he 
added, “I will seize the opportunity to tell 
éverybody how well and cordially I have 
been received here. I know well that this 
reception is not only intended for my per- 
son but also for the great empire God has 
chosen me to rule over.”’ 

The royal party drove through all the prin- 
cipal streets to the railroad station, whence 
they departed for Kiel, and the inhabitants 
made his visit to Hamburg the occasion fora 
general holiday. 


TRAGEDY WAS DUE TO PANIC. 


Thirty-three Men Who Perished in Ja- 
maica Might Have Been 
Saved Easily. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 28.—Further 
details of the accident, near Spanish Town, 
show that owing to the recent heavy rains 
a large quantity of sand and débris accumu- 
lated in the pipe line operating the turbines 
of the West India Electric company. One 
hundred and twenty men were employed in 
the removal of thisaccumulation. The gang 
at work in the lower section of the pipe found 
that the water was rising, became panic 
stricken, and a mad scene ensued. The en- 
gineer in charge shouted to the men to fol- 
low him towards the turbines at the power 
house, but ohly eight of them heeded him. 
These men were saved. The:remainder of 
the gang fought like wild beasts at the man- 
hole they found. Four men escaped by ewim- 
ming up the pipe line to a higher manhole, 
The rest of the gang, thirty-three in number, 
perished in the rising water. But for the 
panic all of them would have escaped. 

The general manager of the company was 
arrested on the charge of manslaughter, but 
he was admitted to bail. 


ARMENIANS SLAIN BY TURKS. 


Thirty-seven Revolutionists Killed and 
Hundreds on Both Sides Ready 
for Another Clash. 


LONDON, June 29.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of the Times says that, ar- 
cording to corisular reports from Erzerum. 
forty-five Armenian revolutionists crossed 
the frontier and were attacked by the Turks.

Day’s Testimony Dramatic. 

The last day’s testimony was as direct and 
pointed as any that had already been heard 
and the proceedings had some dramatic 
features. 

Capt. Van Schaick was the first witness 
of the day. He was brought to court from 
Lebanon hospital! in an ambulance, attended 
by a hospital physician. 
the courtroom in a wheel chair, and on it 
lifted to the witness stand. The captain's 
right heel was broken by jumping on the 
rocks after the steamer was beached, his 
spine was injured, and his hands and face 
were burned some. The injured foot was in 
a plaster cast and the leg in a sling. He 
said he had*been a pilot forty years, a li- 
censed master thirty years, and had been 
captain of the Slocum since it was built. 


Captain Tells His Story. 


Almost as the outset Terence J. McManus, 
attorney for the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
company, interrupted. A long wrangle en- 
sued and when Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan got back to the witness Capt. Van 
Schaick declined to answer whether he had 
ever had anything to do with the fire an- 
paratus or not. The examination went on: 

Q.—How many life preservers were bought for 
the Slocum since it was.launched% A.—From 200 
to 300. It was first allowed to ca 2,500 passen- 
gers. In 1895 it got a permit to carry 2,750 and 
at that time the new life preservers were bought. 

Q.—Since 1891 have any life preservers been 
condemned by the United States steamboat in- 
‘spectors? A.—Maybe four or five. 

Q.—Have you condemned any since 1891? A.— 
Maybe fifteen or twenty. 

Q.—Were any of the life preservers bought since 
1891? A.—No, but something like 300 were re- 
paired by sewing on new straps. 

The witness said that he never discussed 
the equipment of the Slocum with Frank A. 
Barnaby, president of the Knickerbocker 
Steamboat company, or with any other of the 
company’s officers except Secretary Atkin- 
son. Capt. Van Schaick said that Mr. At- 
kinson was aboard the Slocum before the 
excursion started and remarked that the 
boat was in fine shape. Mr. Garvan asked if 
Mr. Barnaby or any of the other officers ex- 
cept Mr. Atkinson had ever made any in- 
quiry as to the equipment of the boat. ‘The 
captain replied that no such inquiries had 
ever been made. ~ 


Rejected One Preserver. 


*“ Did Lundberg reject any of your life pre- 
servers?’ asked Mr. Garvan. 

“TI believe he réjected one. He said it 
looked dirty.”

A nonunion machinist was attacked by 
four pickets last night at Fourteenth street 
and Ashland avenue, beaten, and left un- 
conscious.

Draw- 
ing his revolver, Baginski said he would 
shoot the first man who attempted to stop 
him. The crowd gave Way, and, although 
several stones were thrown at him, Bagin- 
ski reached the patrol box and sent in a 
riot call. With the arrival of the police 
the rioters fied. 

Friese was taken home and his condition is 
gaid to be serious. 

Because of the frequency of assaults on 
nonunion workers in that. district Friese 
usually left the shop by a rear door.

FEAR RAILWAY SCHEMES. 


First Campaign Is Against the 
Proposed Uniform Bill 
of Lading.

Failroads in their proposition to establish 


a uniform bill of lading with an increase of 


liability. 

The primary object of the new association 
will be to knock out the proposed uniform ‘ 
bill of lading, and to that enda fund of $200,- 
000 is to be raised.

More than 100 Shippers Present. 

More than 100 representative shippers par- 
ticipated In the meeting, which was called to 
order by J. J. Wait of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Co., representing the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ association. John B. Daish of 
Washington was elected chairman, and E. 
E. Williamson of Cincinnati, secretary. In 
the fight against the uniform bill of lading it 
is claimed that millions of dollars are in- 
volved. 

Under the law every railroad company is 
Mable as an insurer for all freight it carries. 
The shipping interests claim that the railroad 
companies have combined to escape this la- 
bility by the promulgation of a uniform bill 
of lading which they propose to put into 
effect Oct. 1, 1904. The new bill of lading is 
required to be signed by eachshipper. With 
this arrangement when a claim is made by 
the shipper for loss or damage, the railroad 
expects to be freed from liability’ on the 
ground that the shipper agreed to the exemp- 
tion in a contract. If the shipper refuses'to 
sign such a contract he has no alternative but 
to pay a 20 per cent increase in the freight

Here, unless there be a passenger to get on 
the train ox to leave the train at the station, 
nothing may hinder a motorman from send- 
ing his train over the avenue at a mile a 
minute. Yet in the years that this electric 
line has been in operation neither gate nor 
watchman has been there to safeguard the 
public. On either side of the “cattle 
guards,” too, there are the deadly third 
rails, hedged ip by an ordinary railroad 
fence.

THE NORTHWESTERN AND THE LOOP. 

- The council will do an injury to the people 
of the north side if it adjourns for the sum- 
mer without passing the ordinance author- 
izing the construction of the Ravenswood 
spur of the Northwestern Elevated railroad. 
The new spur will begin at a point about 
a mile south of the present terminus of.the 
Northwestern Elevated railroad, and will 
run first west, then north, and finally west | 
again for a total distance of about two and 
a half miles, giving Ravenswood and ad- 
jacent districts a transportation service of 
which they stand in great need. 

The spur franchise ‘will run for forty 
years, expiring in 1944. 
granted the Northwestern road ten years 
ago ran for fifty years, and therefore will 
also expire in 1944. The company must 
pay $50 annual license fee for each cdr oper- 
ated on the spur, just asit pays a $50 annual 
lieense fee for each car operated on its pres- 
The privileges, rights, and 
duties which it is proposed to accord the spur

Whereas old Alphonse de Rothschild is pop- 
ular with rich and poor alike in France vy 
reason of his charities, and his wife’s salons 
in the great palace of the Rue 8t. Florentin, 
looking out on to the Place dé la Concorde, 
formerly the home of the great Talleyrand, 
are crowded by all that is most blue blooded 
in the noble faubourg, the Ephrussis are 
cordially disliked, They consist of three 
brothers, who came from Odessa, where 
they were in the grain trade, and are among 
the least pleasing specimens of the Russian 
Jew.

Michael, indeed, obtained unenviable no- 
toriety in connection with a stock exchange 
transaction, in which the Vicomte de Bre- 
teuil, brother of the Marquis de Breteuil, 
married to Miss Garner of New York, was a 
heavy loser. De Breteuil was extremely 
Savage against Michael Ephruss!,.not so 
much on account of his own persona! losses 
as by reason of the fact that a number of his 
(De Breteuil’s) friends had gone into the 
speculation on Ephrussi’s assertion that it 
was a sure thing, and had all of them lost 
heavily.. 

The affair led to a scene at the smart club 
known as the Cercle dela Rue Royale, where 
De Breteuil paid his own losses with a wad 
of bank notes pinned together, with which 
he pulled and scratched Ephrussi’s nose. 
As Ephrussi did not issue any demand for 
satisfaction and merely contented himself 
with using strong epithets concerning his 
assailant, the latter challenged him to a 
duel. This challenge Ephrussi professed to 
be unable to accept on the score of ill health, 
but made the strange offer to distribute in- 
stead the sum of a million francs among the 
poor of Paris by way of giving De Breteuil 
satisfaction and preserving his own honor..

De Breteutl, finding it impossible to make 
the man fight, accepted the offer, and the 
money was distributed among the various 
charities of the French metropolis hy Prince 
Arenberg and the Count de Gontaut-Biron. 
The Cercle de la Rue Royale did not, how- 
ever, consider that this self-imposed fine of 
Michael Ephrussi cleared his honor, but re- 
garded it rather as an admission that his 
transactions on the bourse with De Breteuil 
and the latter’s friends had not been above 
reproach. So he was asked to resign, and a 
few weeks later was mobbed on the race 
course at Chantilly in connection with the 
running of his horse Gospodar, although ‘t 
is only fair to say that investigation by the 
stewards of the jockey club failed to reveal 
anything crooked in the running of the 
horse, the mobbing being probably a mani- 
festation of public sentiment regarding 
Ephrussi’s conduct in connection with the 
De Breteull incident.

During the empire Baron Alphonse often 
entertained both Napoleon and Eugénie, as 
well as other royal and imperial! personages 
visiting Paris at his chateau of Ferriéres, 
near Paris, and has shown himself equally 
friendly to the republic, his services in giv- 
ing financial aid to the government, and in 
strengthening the market in moments of 
panic, having won for him regard on the part 
of the administration and of the people as 
one of the chief pillars of the economic sys- 
tem of the nation. 

He is generous in his charities and liberal 
as well as grand seigneur” inehis hospl- 
talities, differing in this latter respect from 
his father, the late Baron James, who was 
a great character in his way. The latter 
used to give great shooting parties and bat- 
teus at.

Edouard came to the fore some years 
ago in a duel with the Count de Lubersac, 
which he fought not on account of any quar- 
rel of his own but in behalf of one of his 
young cousins, Robert de Rothschild by 
name, who was at the time under age and 
who had become involved in a dispute with 
the count. 

Let me add in conclusion that Baron Al- 
phonse Rothschild is the most patriotic of 
Frenchmen, a regent of the Bank of France, 
a member of the Institute, of the Union, and 
of all the-most exclusive clubs in Paris. 
During the Franco-Prussian war he issued a 
notice that he would present a handsome 
sum of money to any Jewish soldier tn the 
French army who might capture a German 
flag.. Such a capture was made and in due 


reward. After he had received it Baron 
Alphonse invited the soldier into his private 
room and asked him to relate in detail the 
glorious episode.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


COMMERCIALISM AND LOVE. 
Mr. French’s Romance, “ The Barrier,” 


Leads Him Upon New Ground. 

Mr. Allen French, in his new novel, * THE 
BARRIER,” is on ground quite different 
from that he trod in *“* The Colonials,”” which 
came ,out two years ago. The barrier of 
the title is that which stands between com- 
mercialism and aristocracy and which the 
former tries so often to climb. The scene 
is laid in a New England city, which got its 
supplies from Boston and its fashions from 
New York, the author says, although from 
what he shows us of the atmosphere of the 
place it might be judged that the reverse was 
true. 

The tale has to do with a pushing and un- 


scrupulous man who has become rich 
through questionable commercial and polit- 


ical deals, and who is piqued at the social 
ostracism with which his efforts to break 
into the old society of the place are met. A 
still more unscrupulous woman, who has 
married an old judge and is tolerated by so- 
ciety on that account, tries to help Ellis, the 
evil man of the book, to gain his ends. His 
executive ability, perseverance, and force 
gain the admiration of Judith Blanchard, 
the heroine, who has for some reason not 
explained by the author thrown over a fine 
young man who has quite as much business 
ability as Ellis, who is admired by Judith on 
that account, while possessing none of his 
bad qualities. She takes such a masculine 
interest in Ellis’ affairs and becomes -n 
mixed up in them as to actually lead him to 
a proposal, to which she practically gives a 
tacit assent. Unknown to her her father is 
heavily in debt to Ellis. 

The baffied hero never gives up his hope of 
winning Judith, and his fidelity is at last re- 
warded, for she discovers Ellis’ true char-. 
acter, but not till after events which would 


sadden any woman for life. 


There are other people and other interests 
as well as other lives ruined by Ellis in the 
book, and the story is really one of tragedy. 
It is hard to see what could have fascinated 
the heroine in Ellig) There was plenty of the 
romantic in her nature, and this seems al- 
most incompatible with her admiration for 
the absolutely commercial spirit she ad- 
mired. 

Some of the character work in the book is 
good, but the people themselves cannot be 
said to be convincing enough. (Doubleday, 
Page & Co., New York.) 


MUCH LOVED MAN. 
“Jack Barnaby” Depicts Unhealthy 
Conditions of Society. 

“JACK BARNABY,” by Henry James 
Rogers, is a story of the love of two women 
Helen, beautiful, unhappily 
married, and wearied with an unsatisfactory 
social life, meets Jack Barnaby, young, at- 
tractive, and talented, and falls in love with 
him. His regard for her remains friendly 
and entirely innocent until she discloses the 
real nature of her love for him, which is not 
of an ideal type. For a man who Is sald to 
have “certain uncomfortable, puritanical 
ideas on Duty, with a capital,” Jack allows 
unpardonable weakness to overcome his 
principles, and for several years maintains 
a clandestine intimacy with Helen.

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Helen Keller Graduates 


Crowning Achievement of the 
Remarkable Deaf-Blind Girl 
at Radcliffe College. 


Boston, Mass., June 28.—Helen Keller, the 
gifted blind and deaf girl, graduated today 
from Radcliffe college at Cambridge, crown- 
ing the labors of her teaclfer, companion, 
and friend, Miss Annie M. Sullivan. 

The remarkable career of this girl in the 
pursuit of education alone has been suffi- 
cient to attract the attention of the world, 
but beyond this she has written two books, 
has had an institution for teaching the 
blind in London named for her, and has won 
the friendship of such men as Bishop Brooks, 
Alexander Graham Bell, Joseph Jefferson, 
Qliver Wendell Holmes, and Mark Twain. 
Indeed the latter, in-his warm-hearted en- 
thusiasm, has declared that the two most 


interesting characters’of the nineteenth cen- 


tury are Napoleon and Helen Keller. 
When Miss Keller appeared today with 


the members of her class to receive her de- 


gree there was nothing about her outwardly 


tall, of good figure, erect carriage, and hasa 
remarkably fine complexion. Her hair is 
brown, there is only a slight defect in her 
sightless eyes, and her hands, those wonder- 
ful hands that help her to see and hear se 
much, are large and well shaped. 

This extraordinary girl was born in Tus- 
cumbia, Ala., on June 27, 1880. Up,to the 
time she was 18 months old she dis- 
played no unusual precocity, for the stories 
she remembers hearing of her infancy are 
only such as may have been said of the first 
child in any family, a fact which she ac- 
knowledges in her book, “* The Story of My 
Life.”” When she reached that age, howev- 
er, she was stricken with a severe illness. 
‘They called it acute congestion of the 
stormach and brain,’’ she writes. But when 
this attack had passed it left her deaf and 
sightless, with only infantile memories of 
“ glimpses of broad, green fields, a luminous 
sky, trees and flowers, which the darkness 
that followed could not blot out.”” To all 
intents and purposes she knew as little as 
the day she was born. ‘ 


From that time until she was nearly 7 
years old she was a passionate child, striv- 
ing to learn something of the mysteries of 
life as best she could in her terribly limited 
way. In her autobiography she has been 
perfectly frank in setting down stories show- 
ing her outbursts of passion, and tells of how 
she first discovered the use of a key by lock- 
ing her mother in a pantry and of the glee 
she experienced at her mother’s efforts to 
break out of the closet. 
It was through a visit to a famous oculist 


the doctor could help restore his little 
daughter's sight, first was put upon the track 
that Helen has since followed so success- 
fully. The oculist advised Mr. Keller to 
consult Dr. Alexander Graham Bell of Wash- 
ington, who could give him some informa- 
tion as to schools for the deaf and blind. Dr. 
Bell suggested writing to Mr. Anagnos, di- 
rector of the Perkins institution of Boston, 
the scene of Dr. Howe's labors with the 
blind. This was in the sumer of 1886. In 
March of the following year Miss Anne 
Mansfield Sullivan went to begin her work

They are printed from the faded yellow 
page of an old book, belonging to Andrew

Young Rockefeller’s Essays. 

Young Rockefeller’s essays were on “ Edu- 
cation,” Character [sic] of St. Pat- 
rick,”’ “* The collections of the Past,”’ and 
“ Freedom.” these the most imaginative 
and idyllic is “‘ The Recollections of the 
Past.” A view of somber but poetical reflec- 
tion runs through the entire essay. Here 
are the most characteristic sentences: 

“With what fond recollection do we look 
back to the past, blended as it is with joys 
and sorrows. With these recollections we 


are carried back to the earliest scenes of 


childhood, -the remembrance of which is 
stamped upon our minds with letters that 
time cannot efface, and which twine around 
our hearts and bind us with tenfold love to 
the homes we have left, perhaps forever. 
“ There are also near and dear friends with 
whom we associated in days gone by. We 
see them with our 's eye as they once 
were, but, alas, how changed now. Some 


of them still remain where we associated 


with then in childhood’s days; others have 
gone forth into the world to seek their for- 
tunes, and some have gone to that home from 
which no traveler returns. 

“Some of us look back to the deathbed 
of a kind mother, when we were called to 
take the last look of that dear parent after 
the efforts of physicians were baffied, and no 
hopes of life and returning health were left. 

“We see her as she looked around upon 
her children and with tearful eye and clasped 
hands raised a prayer to God for their pro- 
tection, and, sinking back upon her pillow 
with a calm composure, closed her eyes in 
that sleep that knows no waking, the spir- 
it having winged its way from that tene- 
ment of clay to the spirit land, and left the 
body a cold and motionless corpse.

BIG “KILLING” ON 
GEORGIA BALDWIN 
Filly Is Well Backed at 100 
to 1 and Wins Race at 
Hawthorne. 


LEADS FROM THE START. 


Patsy King. Reported to Have} 


Won $25,000—Feature 
| to McGee. 


Georgia Baldwin, a 3 year old filly, by Lord 
Esterling—Lucrece, and owned by K. G. 
Baldwin & Co., no relation to “‘ Lucky” 
Baldwin, was made the medium of a huge 
* killing ’’ in the last race at Hawthorne yes- 
terday. The filly, an unknown quantity, 
was offered to the speculators and to Patsy 
King. who acted the rdJe of head butcher 
in the *‘ killing,” in particular, at 100 to 1, at 
which price a few in the know got aboard, 
but when the King money made its appear- 
ance the price dropped to 20 to 1 and less. 

‘Enough money was placed, however, to 
net Patsy, it was reported, $25,000. News of 
the plunge on the unknown filly was car- 
ried to the judges, who immediately suspect- 
ed a “ringer’’ and they questioned a num- 
ber of reputable horsemen as to the identity 
of the filly, all of whom testified she was 
The filly had worked fast enough 
to convince her owners she was a good thing, 
and on Monday night they sent the following 
dispatch to friends: ‘* Play her heavily first 
and third. Mike.”” Who Mike is could not 
be learned. The owners, with no money 
to back the filly, hunted up Patsy King yes- 
‘terday morning, informed him what a good 
thing ‘she was, and therefore cleaned up 
handsomely. 


Filly Leads All the Way. 
Memories and Comrade, both at short 
prices, were played by the public in gen- 
eral, and they finished in the money behind 
the filly. The latter was all her owners 
claimed, as she left her field at barrier rise 
like a shot out of a cannon, and before it 
could be said the race was on she stole a lead 
of at least ten lengths. Comrade, which fin- 
ished second, made a strong effort to over- 
take her, but never got near enough to be 
dangerous. After the race the filly was voted 


the best thing of the season. 


Some of the ‘*‘ bookies ” were also hard hit 
on Spencerian’s win in the fifth race. Open- 
ing at 5 to 1, she went to the post at 2 to 1, 
and then came home by herself. The feature 
of the race was Jockey Nicol’s cowboy stunt. 
The boy slipped his stirrup at the first turn, 
and while wedged in hetween the field de- 
liberately stooped over and adjusted his foot 
in the stirrup, which lost him at least a 
length, and then won. Telephone, backed 
frorn 10 to 1 down to 8 to 1, ran second, and 
Blackwolf, at 30 to 1, finished third.

the stretch and finished last.

One of the local bond houses, Farson, } 


Leach & Co., reports an extremely good de- 
mand for bonds during the last fortnight. 
The business, too, is of a general character, 
with a special amount of buying by banks. 

“Our orders are extremely gratifying.” 
said John Farson yesterday. “ The demand 
is good both east and west. Here in Chicago 
and adjacent territory we have had excellent 
buying of Chicago citys, south parks, and. 
drainage bonds. They have gone to invest- 
ors and institutions. ; 

“In the east our best demand is 
New England. The savings banks there are 
making investments. Banks other than sav- 
ings institutions are also good buyers, and 
we have in the last two weeks disposed of 
large lots at our New York and Chicago |
